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Mid-Term Grading System 
Falls Short Of Purpose 

Unknown to many is the fact that after today there are only 
15 more class days left in this quarter. To put it more bluntly 
— final exams are upon us. 

WITH A LITTLE more than two weeks remaining, students 
are gathering up millions of academic “loose ends” in an effort 
to finish that term paper or find those elusive chemical un¬ 
knowns, etc., etc. 

In the midst of this massive onslaught of deadlines, when all 
thoughts are concentrated on winding up the quarter, the student 
finally receives a copy of his mid-term grades. Although slight¬ 
ly out of date and a little overdue, nevertheless they constitute 
a very present reminder that the quarter is slipping rapidly by. 

MOST STUDENTS RECEIVED these tallies last Thursday, 
almost a full two weeks after the officially designated middle 
of the term. It seems that the purpose of the mid-term grade 
is to give the students an indication of his progress, in time 
for corrective measures to be taken if needed. Theoretically, 
this is fine, but when the grades are not posted until two weeks 
before final exams, the period for corrective Improvement is 
greatly diminished. 

Instructors had tohave their grades turned in to the Registrar’s 
Office by 5:00 p. m. on Friday, October 25. Some mid-terms 
were given on Thursday and Friday. If teachers can grade 
scores of papers, average their grades, and submit them within 
a matter of hours, it seems feasible that the Admissions and 
Records Office could process them with more speed and 
efficiency. 

ALTHOUGH SOME CONTEND that mid-term grades should 
come as no surprise, quite often the results are very shocking. 
Therefore, it seems that a student should be notified of his 
grades as soon as possible to allow the maximum period for 
a re-evaluation of his standing. Somehow, issuing mid-term 
grades simultaneously with the final exam schedule constitutes 
a direct contradiction of the purpose of the mid-term grade.

In a continuing series of stu¬ 
dent opinion reviews, 
VOLETTE News Editor Bob 
Stack prodded the convictions 
of the Student Government of¬ 
ficers, highlighting the lack of 
student interest in SG activi¬ 
ties. 

Possibly the most flagrant 
example of student disinterest 
is the poor turn-out during 
campus elections. This is the 
student’s best outlet to have a 
voice in his campus affairs. 
Yet only one-third of the stu¬ 
dent body took the time and 
effort to exercise its voice in 
student affairs during the most 
recent election, as a result, 
some candidates were elected 
with a plurality of less than 20 
votes. 

MOST RECOGNIZED STU¬ 
DENT leaders already have 
several other activities which 
demand their time. Possibly 
there are many potential stu¬ 
dent leaders who withhold their 
ideas or abilities simply be¬ 
cause they are afraid to get in¬ 
volved. 

“We suggest that any student 
with any idea or suggestion, 
no matter how small or how 
trivial, bring it directly to our 
offices. There is not a for¬ 
mal chain-of-command within 
our form of student govern¬ 
ment,” stated Linda Austin, 
secretary of affairs. 

SG LEADERS JOINTLY 
voiced the opinion that the 
majority of students and or¬ 
ganizations are not fully taking 
advantage of the many serv¬ 
ices offered by the SG Associa¬ 
tion, 

Most students fail to take ad¬ 
vantage of their Student Center, 
which is undoubtedly one of the 
finest in the South. 

“OCCASIONALLY STU- 
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DENT attendance at Wagon 
Wheels, lecture series, student 
movies, etc., is disheartening. 
Use of the lounge areas, TV 
rooms, and recreation rooms 
is improving, but has not reach¬ 
ed the ultimate goal,” voiced 
Steve Davis, the SG president. 

“Another example of stu¬ 
dent disinterest is the poor 
attendance at faculty-student 
coffee hours. This is the stu¬ 
dent’s best opportunity tospeak 
to a teacher about non-acade¬ 
mic subjects,” contributed 
Robert Briggs, secretary of 
finance. 

“WE PUT OUT a newsletter 
each week as a list of events 
for the coming week. Hits is 
a sounding board for every or¬ 
ganization on campus, and yet 
few organizations and students 
are taking advantage of this free 
service,” was Davis’s biggest 
gripe. 

“Each organization,” Austin 
said, “is offered file space for 
securing records, minutes, and 
other documents. Individual 
file cabinets are located In 5 ) 5 “ 
Student Government meeting 
room and are secure from any 
other student or organization.” 

Student apathy is the greatest 
concern of SG affairs. Davis 
felt a definite distinction should 
be made between the Knoxville 
campus and our campus. 

"WE ARE NO LONGER apart 
of Knoxville, but we are part of 
the UT system. It is time for 
us to take pride in our own 
campus and develop our 
image,” Davis said. 

Ken Becker, Secretary of 
Communications, continued 
Davis’ idea, “Students should 
devote their full interest to 
UTM. If a student wants to go 
to the Knoxville branch, he 
should go to Knoxville.

THE OTHER PROGRAM 
known as the “scholarship” 
program differs in that it of¬ 
fers more enrichment pro¬ 
gramming in the field of en¬ 
gineering. To qualify the stu¬ 
dent must maintain a 2.75 
academic average. 

Before a student is accept¬ 
ed for a job, he must qualify 
in accordance with company 
standards. Occasionally a 
student is rejected and sched¬ 
uled to be reassigned with 
another company. 

STUDENTS INTERESTED 
IN the co-op programs must 
take ambition, ability, grades, 
and responsibility into consid¬ 
eration before entering the 
program. 

"The most important re¬ 
quirement for the applicant,” 


Professor Jones said, “is 
his sincerity in the belief that 
the cooperative method of edu¬ 
cation is adequate in prepar¬ 
ing the engineering student 
for a career in the future.” 

IT TAKES FIVE YEARS to 
earn a B.S. degree in engin¬ 
eering while on the co-op plan. 
At least two quarters of 
schooling are spent at UTM 
with the remaining time de¬ 
voted to alternating school and 
work. During this period the 
student gets a total of two 
years experience holding one 
job. 

After graduation co-op stu¬ 
dents generally seek graduate 
study, teach or act as consul¬ 
tants, or advance to respon¬ 
sible jobs in the companies 
that trained them. 


“AROUND 35 FRESHMEN 
are placed in our program af¬ 
ter applications are turned in 
and final selections are 
made,” remarked Profes¬ 
sor Jones who handles co¬ 
op placement in the engineer¬ 
ing department.
